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"The Stolen Guns.” 

Under the shove caption, the Louisville 
Journal of the 27th, commenting upon the 
semire of the State arms stored at Mayfield, 
indulged in denunciatory language towards 
the Governor, which cannot he suffered to 
pass unnoticed. It said : 

The Military Board of Kentucky, in ses- 
sion on the 9th of Julv, the Governor being 
present, passed an order that the Governor 
should immediately call in the State arms 
then in the hands of the State Guard, in order 
that they might be distributed between the 
Stato Guard and the Home Guard. His Ex- 
cellence neglected to comply with the order, 
and to this day he has not complied with it. 

This is a willful, wicked, deliberate per- 
version of the truth, as will be seen from the 
following official copy of the order of the 
Military Board referred to by the Journal: 

In the Military Board, ^ 
Frankfort, July 9, 1861. J 

The following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved, That Col. G. T. Wood be request- 
ed and authorized to proceed to Paducah and 
Mayfield, and distribute the arms to the com- 
panies of the first and second districts to whom 
arms have been allotted, and in the event he 
finds it inconvenient to deliver them, he is to 
have them forwarded to the arsenal lit Frank- 
fort. 

A copy — attest, P. SWIGERT, Sec’y. 

Mow, observe, that the order did not re- 
quire the Governor, either “immediately, or 
at anv time, to call in the arms; but it did 
authorize Col. Wood to go to Paducah and 
Mayfield and distribute them as the Board had 
allotted them to companies in the first and sec- 
ond districts; and it did authorize Col. Wood, 
if he found it inconvenient to deliver the 
arms, to have them forwarded to the State 
Arsenal at Frankfort. The order, therefore, 
imposed no specific duty whatever on the 
Governor; and the Journal uttered an un- 
truth in saying so, and a falsehood in charg- 
ing that he “neglected to comply with the or- 
der.” And it was guilty of equal injustice 
and falsehood in saying “there can be no ex- 
cuse for this neglect, no palliation of it. It 
was the neglect of a clear and unquestiona- 
ble duty." If any neglect is chargeable on 
any one, it is on Col. Wood, who, on the very 
face of the order, was charged with its exe- 
cution, and who assumed the duty. But Col. 
Wood, it is but just to say, is not chargeable 
with intentional neglect of his duty. At the 
meeting at which this order passed, another 
meeting of the Boai;d was appointed to be 
held thereafter. Col. Wood went home and 
wrote hack to the Governor that he bad not 
enough money in hand to pay tho expensosof 
guarding tho arms and distributing them; 
and ha proposed to delay the execution of the 
order till, by an order at the next meeting of 
Board, he should be. provided with funds. 

The Governor anxious to have the order of 
the Board promptly executed, instead of 
waiting tho regular adjourned meeting, imme- 
diately called an extra meeting, before which 
he laid Col. Wood's letter, and procured an 
order authorizing Col. Wood to draw at once 
for the needed funds, and forthwith execute 
the order of the 9th of July. This authority was 
immediately communicated to Col. Wood, and 
he was instructed by the Governor to proceed 
nt once. Before ho reached the places of de- 
posit, the guns were seized by lawless hands, 
as tho Washington Artillery at Newport had 
been before nt Newport. Upon notico of 
the seizure, the Governor instantly instructed 
Col. Wood to proceed to Camp Brown, in 
Tennessee, and receive the guns held there 
subject to his order; and instructed him fur- 
ther to recover, legally, those carried into 
Hickman county, pursuing precisely the 
course he had previously adopted in the case 
of the lawless seizure of State arms at New- 
port. Now, from this truthful exhibit, the 
public will sco how plain a tale will set down 
the Journal's calumnieus imputations. The 
cheek of that unscrupulous print is as insen- 
sate as a piece of tanned sole-leather, or it 
would be crimsoned with the blushes of shame 
at this detection and exposuroof its wanton and 
wicked malignity and falsehood towards the 
Governor. But it is lost to all sense of honor or 
shame; for even if it was ignorant of the 
precise terms of the order of July 9tli, to 
which it refers, it had the means, right at its 
elbow, of learning the exact truth. We have 
no doubt it did know the truth; but by- 
suppressing the order, it found a chance to 
porvert its terms and twist in misrepresenta- 
tions in place of the truth. 

In the Journal of tho 29th is another piece 
of abuse of the Governor, couched in the fol- 
lowing language: 

The Governor, on the evening he reached 
home from Louisville, received Dr. J. M. 
Johnson’s dispatch in regard to theseizuro of 
the arms and their transportation to Tennes- 
see. Well, how was he affected thereby ? Did 
he evince any of the indignation which a 
piece of intelligence so startling might have 
been expected to create in the bosom of the 
Chief Magistrate of Kentucky? Did lie ex- 
press the slightest resentment on account of 
the gross injury and grosser insult offered from 
a neighboring State to the State over which 
he presides? 

No! no! Standing at the Frankfort depot, 
he stated to gentlemen there, with a good deal 
of evident complacency, that the arms were 
safer in Tennessee than they would be in Ken- 
tucky. This can be proved, and it will be if 
denied by the Governor or his underlings. 

What the Governor did say at the depot, 
perverted to purposes of misrepresentation by 
the Journal, was, in substance, that that por- 
tion of the arms which had been carried to 
tho Tennessee camp, but which Col. Travis as- 
sured Doctor Johnson should be held subject 
to the orders of the Governor, Would not be 



IW^uThe Frankfort Yeoman of Saturday 
has an article speaking of what it calls the se- 
cret organization of military- forces by the 
Union men in various parts of Kentucky. It 
is not true that the Union men are forming 
secret military organizations in any part of 
the State. Wo believe that they are organiz- 
ing Home Guards as fast as they can, but they 
are doing it openly and in strict conformity 
with tho laws of the State.

“Doing it openly and in strict conformity 
with the laws of the State!” What law au- 
thorizes the appointment of Bruce as Inspect- 
or General of Home Guards? What law, 
Federal or State, authorizes Lieut. Nelson of 
the Navy to distribute guns to picked parti- 
sans in Kentucky, and designate Generals, 
Colonels, Quartermasters,, &c., &c. ? What 
law authorizes Homo Guards to form under 
regimental organization? What law author- 
izes them to assume any other than company 
organization? What authority- can call com- 
panies of Home Guards out of their respect- 
ive counties, and if so called out, what officers 
can lawfully command them? Will the 
Journal offer candid answers to these ques- 
tions? The distribution of guns unlawfully 
taken from the public arsenals, and the organ- 
ization of Home Guards, are admitted facts 
And the purpose is not only to awe the States 
Rights citizens of this Commonwealth, but to 
aid Lincoln's coercive designs against Tennes- 
see. Yet this is no violation of Kentucky 
neutrality in the eye of Union moralists! 
With them, it is all right for a neutral State 
to aid the Usurper in fighting the South ; and 
it would be revolting treason to repel Lin- 
coln’s forces from our soil! That is tho Jour- 
nal's idea of observing neutrality, and it will 
be avowed and practiced as soon as Lincoln’s 
men can be prepared for the March over our 
soil. Such a march will necessarily involve 
the military occupation of the Sate; and it 
will of course necessarily compel the South- 
ern forces to meet the invaders on our soil, 
and thus make Kentucky the battle field. 
The Lincolnites know this perfectly, and the 
Journal is preparing them for it. Their pro- 
fessions of neutrality are nothing but mock- 
ery and fraud. The. annals of political treach- 
ery show no more revolting instances of im- 
posture than thBir pretended neutrality 



so difficult to recover as those which had been 
scattered among private hands in Hickman 
county. How shameless to pervert such a 
remark in tho mnnner the Journal lias done! 
But the public have long known that 
that utterly conscienceless print is just as well 
provided for a political campaign with a 
stock of political perversions on hand as with 
a magazine of truths; and it is not trusted, in 
any accusation it makes against any political 
opponent, by- any of its own honest partisans. 

As to the indignant denunciation of Gov. 
Magoffin in reference to the seizure of these 
arms, it is all hypocritical affectation. What 
more could tho Governor have done than he 
did to secure them before they wero seized ? 
What else could be have done after they had 
been seized than lie did do? The Journal 
pretends that it was an indignity justifying 
waf upon Tennessee. So it was, if the Stute 
had perpetrated it. But so far from that, 
the authorities of Tennessee condemn the act, 
and notify our Governor that the guns shall 
be restored. Would the Journal have the 
Governor to march an army into Tennessee, 
to recover property which her authorities 
voluntarily offer to restore? AY r ould it have 
him to pursue a course of force and violence, 
instead of pursuing, as he has done, a lawful 
and peaceful course? The truth is, the Jour- 
nal is out of liurnor with tho Governor, pre- 
cisely because his course has been wise, peace- 
ful, and lawful. It has been fiendishly en- 
deavoring to provoke the Governor into some 
act of folly and violence, to afford Lincoln a 
pretext for bringing in his armies here. That 
is Lincoln's known purpose, and tho Journal 
wants Kentucky neutrality violated by the 
Governor, so as to give it a pretext for j usti- 
ing the Usurpers violation of it. Lincoln 
considers secession as disunion attempted; but 
lie considers neutrality as “disunion complet- 
ed:’’ therefore he will not recognizo neutrali- 
ty. The Journal knows all this, and is 
throwing firebrands about to get up its devil- 
ish pretext for joining the Usurper. 

But the Governor cannot be trapped, awed, 
or seduced into any measure in violation of 
the neutrality and pence of tho State. II e 
stands firmly- and calmly in his position, and 
cannot be moved from it. If the Journal 
must have blood shed on Kentucky soil, let it 
begin the diabolical work on its own side. If 
it wants Tennessee invaded, let it order out 
the valiant Brigadier General Rousseau's 
forces, or else Inspector General Bruce's 
Homo Guards for that purpose. 

Where sleep the Journal's thunders when 
it reflects on the seizure of arms at Newport? 
That was precisely the same lawless offense 
as was committed at May-field. We have de- 
nounced both aliko, und the Governor has 
treated both alike, appealing to civil reme- 
dies in each case. He has no authority to 
employ- other remedies till those be exhausted. 
But the Journal wants him to employ unlaw- 
ful and violent remedies, and then denounce 
him for that. The Governor is no fool; but 
tho Journal is a great knave. 

Col. Porter and Capt. Steele. 

Col. Tims. P. Porter, the able and distin- 
guished gentleman who is the States Rights 
candidate for tho Senato in this district, re- 
turned on last Saturday from a somewhat pro- 
tracted visit to Tennessee on private business 
Advantage having been taken of his absence 
in some qunrters to represent him as having 
abandoned the canvass, ho requests ns to noti- 
fy the public that he has had no thought of 
abandoning his cause in a crisis so perilous. 
He will prosecute the canvass to victory or 
defeat. He is not one of tho backing-down 
sort of men.

Blair's amendment to the bill was adopted, 
and tho bill, as amended, was passed, yeas 79, 
nays 50. Mr. Crittenden made a stand against 
the bill, but in vain. The Globe reports him 
as follows : 

Mr. Crittenden. I desire to sav a single 
word upon tho passage of that bill. How- 
ever necessary some gentlemen may- think it 
that another judicial district in Kentucky- 
should bo established, I shall be compelled to 
vote against the passage of the bill. 

1 only ask to say this, in reference to the 
matter: I doubt the constitutionality of the 
measure. While I acknowledge the power of 
Congress to abolish certain district courts, and 
to establish other courts, I think it has been 
admitted that it is an abuse of tho powers of 
Congress, and an evasion of tho constitutional 
mode of removing judges, when such legisla- 
tion is entered upon simply for that purpose. 

Now, sir, it appears to me that these cases 
come within that prohibition of the Constitu- 
tion. If gentlemen conceive that there is 
really a substantial object of public good to be 
accomplished by the abolition of this court, 
they are warranted by the Constitution in 
voting for it; but if the object is really to get 
rid of one set of judges and to appoint another, 
then it appears to meto be in conflict with the 
spirit of the Constitution, which provides a 
special mode of removing judges — by impeach- 
ment — and provides that otherwise they shall 
hold office during good behaviour. 

Other gentlemen may- differ with me, hut 
my apprehension is that there has not been a 
sufficient reason assigned for the removal 
and changes which this bill makes provision 
for. 

To argue tho’unconstitutionality of this act 
would be almost an insult to tho intelligence 
of the people of Kentucky. It is utterly in- 
defensible in any view of it. It is a sheer, 
naked act in violation of vested constitutional 
rights, in order to get rid of honest Judges, 
who were protected in their seats by the Con- 
stitution, and who are to be ousted by this 
unconstitutional process. Yet there are men 
even in Kentucky who will defend the out- 
rage. Indeed, we have no doubt the hill was 
concocted in Frankfort and Louisville. What 
security for any constitutional rights will re- 
main to the people, wlion such high-handed 
acts as this are passed and defended here, let 
an intelligent, thoughtful people well consider 
for themselves. We have a tyranny in oper- 
ation here as sullen, remorseless, and per- 
fidious, as the tyranny of the Stuarts. 

We are ashamed to record the vote of the 
Kentucky delegation on this infamous bill, 
but duty requires it :

perience in the gun line, and I assure j*ou 
that it is a great mistake. There is nocompar- 
ison in the shooting of a good rifle and a shot- 
gun. The shot-gun may shoot pretty strong, 
but in accuracy it is far behind. I have never 
seen a shot-gun shoot ns good a target at 100 
yards, as I can at 300 with a rifle. I hope 
you will pardon me for troubling you ; but 
seeing so many statements published that will 
deceive the public, 1 thought right to let the 
facts go before the public. 

I have seen in some of the papers the 
Minnie ball highly recommended for common 
small bored rifles. Minnie balls do well for 
guns with large calibres; but I have never 
known of their doing any good in a small 
rifle.

Extract from a letter from a prominent 
citizen of Lewis county to his friend in Frank- 
fort: 

Clarksburg, Kentucky, 1

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SPEECH OF 

Hon. J. C. BRECKINRIDGE, 

OF KENTUCKY, 

On Executive Usurpation*, delivered in the Senate 
of the United States, July 16, 11*61. 
[concluded.] 

I was told the other day, by a very excel- 
ent and distinguished tnan. who was not ; 

sg since in the service’ of the Government 
abroad, with whom I was conversing upon 
the present extraordinary condition of public 
affairs, that many Americans abroad, when l 
they are asked by foreigners, in view of the 
present condition of things here, “We sup- 
posed that your Federal Government rested 
upon consent: how do you propose to main- 
tain it by force?" — often, he says, the an- 
swer coming from the citizens of the United 
Slates would be, “it was intended to rest 
upon consent: it has failed; it is not strong 
enough; we intend to make it stronger; we 
will change the character of the Government, j 
and we will give it all the strength that we 
deem essential, without regard to the provi- 
sions of the Constitution, which was made 
some eighty years ago. and is found not to fit . 
the present condition of affairs." 

Sir, I think it is quite time that the atten- 
tion of the Senate were called to the tenden- 
cy ofthednv. 1 know that there are thousands 
and hundreds of thousands of true, conserva- 
tive, thoughtful men, who love the Constitu- 
tion of their country, scattered all through 
the adhering States, and who never would 
consent to conduct this contest with arms one 
step further or one day longer if they believed 
that any purpose existed substantially to 
change the character of our system, to inter- 
fere with personal rights, or the rights of po- 
litical communities, and who are willing to 
go just as far as the Constitution warrants 
them, and no further. There are many who 
nro of a different opinion, and have a different 
purpose to pursue. I read the other day in a 
leading, able, influential paper in one of the 
northern States, some suggestion# which are 
abroad in this land, which till many heads 
and many hearts, and which derive strength 
and consistency and point from much that I 
passing around us here. That able paper 
says : 

"The war may soon pass away; wo may have a 
quick an 1 vital battle field, and the North prove its 
p >wess, as certainly it will: but the truth of national 
unity aud power that those events have civen en- 
dures — combined. condensed, concentrated — in Army 
and Navy. 

“It is the characteristic of the history of our 
times, that it gives to yoars the labor whioh was the 
bur ion in other timos for ages ; and the sudden 
rushing into pno bounding artery of aU the life- 
blood of the North may now oreate us. We shall ask 
the question. Why ail these ■state lines ? Why all 
this needless, comborsetne. intricate entanglement 
of different powers to make law and to decree j udg- 
luent? We can afford now to efface the old coloni- 
al geography. It is theadinitted powers of States 
within the nation that has boon the source of all our 
trouble. Nor a ill the removal of State power, and 
the creation of a nationality be n task so forinid- 
nbV «•«•*••*» 

"This artificial difficulty of State rights is not an 
insurmountable one. It must yield to the greatest 
good of one power; we arc not strangers and strange 
to each other. 1 ' * * * * “Wo need not 

all these Legislatures, atl these sovereignties. We 
are one. aud to move as, one." 

That, sir, in my opinion, is the purpose of 
a growing party in this country, and is the 
inevitable tendency of the present conduct of 
affairs. From a still higher source, sir, I re- 
member to have read, nothing since, a speech 
made by the present able Secretary of War, 
in this city, in which ho said that the south- 
ern States must be subdued, and that at the 
end of this contest there would be no more 
Virginians as such, or Carolinians as such; 
hut only Americans all. Sir, the name of 
American is a proud one, and I love it; but it 
is the preservation of the names of Virgin- 
ians and Pennsylvanians, and the distinctive 
existence of all these States, which alone can 
keep the name of American a proud one. I 
"hover want to see them blotted out. 

1 said, sir, that in my opinion, the tendency 
was to change our character of Government, 
and that the purpose, if not avowed, is acted 
upon to conduct those proceedings without 
regard to the limitation of the Constitution. 
These things I have enumerated go to show 
it. This joint resolution goes to show it. 

I call upon Senators to defend the consti- 
tutionality of these acts, or else to admit that 
we intend to conduct this contest without re- 
gard to the Constitution. Sir, the character 
of the contest itself gives a fearful forbod- 
ing of it. The whole subject has been argued 
over and over again, and I will not weary 
the patience of the Senate in speaking of the 
character of the Government now. 1 content 
myself with saying that it never was in contem- 
plation, by the framers of the Constitution, that 
this Government should be maintained by mil- 
itary force to subjugate the different political 
communities that compose the States. It was 
declared hv Madison, ay, and by Hamilton, 
the great Federalist, himself a member of the 
convention that framed the Constitution, that 
it was notin the competency of the Government 
thus to preserve it. lint look at the contrast. 
An army of half a million men concentrating 
from all points, not to execute tho laws 
against individuals; not a military force em- 
ployed in nid of the civil power — the civil 
power of the United States does not exist in 
most of the States which have withdrawn — 
hut for the purpose of military subjugation. 
Call it what you will, it is military subjuga- 
tion if successful. Suppose our troops are 
jtble to overcome all the opposition before 
ftfem. what is contemplated and avowed ' 
The\^>ruto march through Virginia, through 
the Carolina*, through all the Gulf States 
down to Now Orleans, to occupy them, to 
subdue them, in tho language of the press and 
in the language of eminent gentlemen, who 
represent the feelings and the purposes of the 
majority. That, sir, is prosecuting the war 
unconstitutionally. Even if there was a war- 
rant in the Constitution to carry it on in that 
way, it would be the overthrow of the Consti- 
tution finally, and of the public liberty. 
There is no warrant in the Constitution to 
conduct the contest in that form. 

Sir, in further proof of my statement, that 
the disposition is to conduct this contest with- 
out regard to the Constitution, witness the 
remarks that fell the other day from the able 
and very eloquent Senator from Oregon, (Mr. 
Baker.) He is a constitutional lawyer; he 
knows what the Constitution of his country is 
— no man better. He declared, in the pres- 
ence of the Senate and the country, that he 
meant direct war, and that for that purpose 
nothing was so good as a dictator; he there- 
fore was for conferring upon the President of 
the United States almost unlimited powers. 

I give his words. Nobody so good as a dicta- 
tor to conduct this sort of war we were in, 
and of which he is in favor! Is anything 
necessary more than to state this to show that, 
at least so far as that Senator is concerned, he 
p -oposcs to conduct it without regard to the j 
Constitution? I heard no rebuke administer- 
ed to that eminent gentleman. Upon the con- j 
trnry, I saw — and saw with feelings, of.cour.se, 1 
of personal satisfaction, in so far as it was a 
compliment to the eloquence he then display- 
ed, and alwuys displays — warm congratula- 
tions from more than one Senator, apparently I 
upon the sentiments and the character of the | 
address. 

In the course of the same speech to which ; 
I have referred, that ominent Senator declared 
that not only must that country be ravaged by ] 
armies, but’ that unless the people of those j 
States paid willing and loyal obedience to the 1 
Federal Government, their State form must 1 
be changed, and they must be reduced to tho 
Territories; to be governed by 
overnors sent from Massachusetts and Illi- 
nois. This was said seriously; and afterwards, 
when referred to by my colleague on a subse- 
quent day, reaffirmed by that eminent Sena- 
tor. If reduced to tho condition of 



Territories! Is there authority in the Consti- 
tution to do it? 

Mr. BAKER. Mr. President — 

The PRESIDING OFFICER, (Mr. Sher- 
man in the chair.) Does the Senator from 
Kentucky yield to the Senator from Oregon? 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. Certainly. 

Mr. BAKER. 1 deem myself very unfor- 
tunate that I cannot get either of the Sena- 
tors from Kentucky, junior or senior, to un- 
derstand what I did say, whether it was well j 
said or ill. Now, with great respect for the 
Senator, I will try once more; and because I 
am so misrepresented, I hope he will bear 
with me one or two moments; it will not hurt 
his speech. I was making a speech the other 
day against giving too much power to the 
President. I was occupying my usual consti- 
tutional-guarded position against the increase 
of a standing army. I gave, as an excuse for 
voting for an army at all, the present condi- 
tion of public affairs; and in that light and 
with that purpuse, I did say, in a speech very 
well reported, that, in order to save the Union, 

I would take some risk of despotism. I re- 
peat that now: I will risk a little to save all. 

Again: I expressed my sincere hope — per- 
haps I may have added my conviction — that 
in a better and not a very distant day, the 
Southern States would not only return to their 
allegiance, hut would become loyal in senti- 
ment, as well as opinion. I expressed then 
what I feel now, a fervent hope that the peo- 
ple for whom, he well knows, I pleaded, with 
his friends as well as mine, during tho last 
session of Congress, should again be one with 
us, in feeling and in destiny. But I declared 
then what no comment of his or his colleague 
will drive me from, that if, contrary to that 
hope — if I may not add that conviction — they 
did not do it, if they would not send members 
here to govern them, it was better, for tile 
sake of ultimate peace, for freedom, civiliza- 
tion, humanity, that they should be governed 
as Territories are governed, rather than per- 
mit perpetual anarchy, confusion, discord, and 
civil war. [Manifestations of applause in the 
galleries.] I did say that, and I do believe 
that now: and I think the events of the next 
six months will show (hat it would be better 
for the country and the world and the Sena- 
tor himself, if he believed it. [Applause in 
tho galleries.] 

The PRESIDING OFFICER. It is the 
duty of the Chair to inform citizens in the 
galleries that there must be no interruption. 
There must be no marks of approbation or 
disapprobation. The Scrgeant-at-Arms and 
the Doorkeepers will see that the order of the 
Senate is strictly enforced and will arrest any 
person who violates the rules. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. Mr. President, I 
did not misunderstand the position of the Sen- 
ator from Oregon, and I think that I stated it 
in substance as lie has stated it himself. I ac- 
cept, however, his statement, if it varies from 
the one I made. The declaration just made by 
the Senator is additional proof that the Con- 
stitution of the United States is not to be the 
measure of the authority exercised by the 
Government in the prosecution of this con- 
test: and the approval of the public, in so far j 
as that public is represented here, is addition- 
al evidence to my mind that the sanctity of 
the instrument is ceasing to influence the feel- 
ings and notions of the people. Sir, I want 
the country at large, I want the people of the 
United States, to understand distinctly what I 
the issue is. However they may determine 
it, it may be well to let them understand 
what it is. In the valley of the Ohio and 
the Upper Mississippi, they are, I think, rest- 
ing under the impression that the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is not to be violated; 
and that the contest is to be conducted in a 
constitutional manner, being for the preser- 
vation of the Union of these States under the [ 
Constitution; and they are not yet prepared 
to take the ground that the principle of polit- j 
ical unity shall be hel l superior to the provis- 
ions of the Constitution. Now, the Senator 
re-affirms upon this floor that, if it should be- { 
come necessary in the opinion of Congress, lie 
vou d be in favor of reducing these States 
to a territorial condition. Well, sir, if they 
are out of the Union, I suppose we have the 
power to mnko war on them under that gen- 
eral power, which exists in all people to make 
war, and conquer them and do as we please 
with them; but if they are regarded as still 
being States in this Union, and to be treated 
according to the provisions and the powers 
conferred by the Federal Constitution, there 
is no pretense or argument, none will be 
made, that the instrument contains anv au- 
thority to reduce them to the territorial condi- 
tion. It is an additional proof of the state- 
ment 1 made, that the Constitution of the 
United States is put aside in this contest. I 
want the people to know it. Let them de- 
termine. They will determine as they think 
best for their own interest and their own des- 
tiny. Perhaps, sir, they will pause and con- 
sider what is likely to become of their own 
liberties after this spirit shall have worked 
out itself. 

I consider it not only subversive of the 
Constitution, but I consider it subversive of 
the public liberty, to clothe any man with dic- 
tatorial powers, and to undertake, under a re- 
publican form of government, to govern ten 
million people as if they were in a territorial 
condition. This Union is composed of States. 
The people of the States made it. The Con- 
stitution declares, in express terms, that “the 
United States shall guaranty to every State 
in this Union a republican form of govern- 
ment;” and yet it is announced upon the floor 
of the American Senate, bv a Senator of the 
United States, that in a certain contingency, 
he would destroy a State itself and make it a 
Territory. 

Mr. President, ns a further proof, I will ac- 
cumulate two or three more. The excellent 
Senator from Connecticut, [Mr. Dixon,] 
heretofore always regarded as one of the most 
moderate and conservative in the political or- 
ganization to which he is attached, unless I 
misheard him yesterday in some remarks 
which he was making just as I entered the 
Chamber, said in substance that, if the insti- j 
tution of African slavery stood in the way of 
the Union, it must be abolished. I may not 
give his words; but I think 1 have given the 
substance of his idea, and ho nods approval. I 
Well, Mr. President 

Mr. DIXON rose. 

The PRESIDING OFFICER. Does the 
Senator from Kentucky give wav? 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. Yes, sir. 

Mr. DIXON. I have here what I said 
yesterday, as reported in the Globe. I have 
marked the passage to which the Senator al- j 
ludes; and I ask the Secretary to road it. I 

The Secretary read, a» follows: 

“I spenk for only one State; and the voice of 
that State is, that this rebellion must be crush- 
ed. Let it require a longer or a shorter time, 
let it cost more or less money, agrenter or less 
sacrifice of human life, still it can he. it must , 
and wilt be. crushed. If the ordinary means' 
of warfare can do this, let them, ns I hope they mny 
suffice; hut if more shall be required, more must be; 
resorted to. It may be, should the war continue to- 
drag its slow length along, that means, which seems! 
to us terrific in their consequences, may be required; ' 
but it ought to be understood now, in thebeginning, - 
that whatever means may be necessary to preserve 
the territorial integrity ot the United States and 
tho unity of tho nation, will, when the necessity shall 
arise, to be used freely, fully, and unhesitatingly. If, 
in tho course of events, it shall appear that either 
slavery or this government, must perish, then tho* 
voice of a united people will declare, let slavery per- 
ish, and let the Government live forever. Soon is. 
the stern determination to which thousands have 
come, who have b**cn considered heretofore men of 
moderate views. 1 will not enlarge on this point. It 
is enough to state it. It is the calm, deliberate 
opinion of that great conservative class who. in the 
outset of these troubles, were anxious, if possible, j 
to find a peaceful solution of our difficulties. Find- 1 
ing this impossible, they have come to the conclu- 
sion that the Government shall ho saved from de- 
struction whatever else may perish. 

“Let mo not be misunderstood. Theobjectnf the 
struggle wo are now engaged in. on the part of the j 
loyal States, is not the abolition of slavery; but if it j 
shall prove a long continued contest, that may be ! 
itsinevitahle consequence. Let those most inter- ‘ 
ested consider this truth in nil its bsarings." 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. I believe, sir.) 
thsitU did not luisroprossut the position taken 



by the Senator from Connecticut. Let us 
pause one moment, Mr. President, and con- 
sider to what that leads. Men who love the 
Constitution and the Union of the States as i 
sincerely and cordially as the Senator himself 
could possibly do, consider the Union not an j 
end, but a means — a means by which, under j. 
the terms of the Constitution, liberty may he 
maintained, property and personal rights pro- 
tected, and general happiness secured. The 
substance of what is there declared by the 
Senator is, that the unity of the Government 
shall survive not only the Constitution, but 
al! rights both of persons nnd of property. 

The institutions of the Southern States ex- 
isted before the Constitution was formed, and I 
were intended to be secured by it. Their polit- 
ical rights are no more sacred in the view of the j 
Constitution than their other rights. Their 
property of any other description is no more 
sacred in view of the Constitution, or of their | 
own laws, than the description of property to 
which the Senator referred. To declare that | 
this contest shall be prosecuted, if necessary, j 
to the abolition of slavery in the Southern 
States, is in principle to declare that, if it be- 
comes necessary, it shall be prosecuted to the 
total subversion of all State authority, to the 
total overthrow of all rights, personal and po- 
litical, and to the entire subversion of their j 
liberties, possibly of ours. The conclusions 1 
are not too large which I draw from the prin- 
ple announced by the Senator; and taken in j 
connection with the declaration of the Sena- 
tor from Oregon, taken in connection with 
the acts which are treated in this joint resolu- 
tion, and the other acts which 1 have enu- 
merated, it proves what I fear, and what I 
desire tho country to understand — that the 
Constitution of tho United States is no longer 
to bo held as the measure of power on one 
side and of obedience on the other, but that it 
is to be put aside to carry out the purposes of 
the majority. 

I hold, sir, that it is no legitimate mode to 
preserve the Union of the States by tramp- 
ling the Constitution under foot; and Ido 
not believe that the people of the adhering 
States are willing to go into this strife with j 
vast armies, make war, abolish institutions 
and political communities themselves, strug- 
gling simply for the idea of territorial in- 
tegrity and national unity, finding, when 
they come out of the contest, the Constitution 
gone, and themselves at sen as to the charac- 
ter of the institutions with which they shall 
emerge from it. 

Sir, I have accomplished my object if I I 
have called attention in a broken, but plain 
and pointed way, to the fact that these acts 
which I have enumerated, and these declara- I 
tions, and these proceedings which are occur- 
ring around us, prove that the Constitution I 
is not to be themcasuroof action; and strange- 
ly enough it sounds for gentlemen to declare 
that they do all these things to preserve the 
Constitution of their country. 

Mr. President, in my judgment, the people 
of the United States are not for this ; and, in 
mv opinion, they will not agree to wage war 
for any such purpose with any such results. 
They will not agree to let any of the func- 
tionaries to whom they have confided power, 
under whatever patriotic pretext, wander 
away from the Constitution in the progress of 
this struggle. If they shall become at any 
time satisfied that the tendency of this con- 
flict, whether it he the purpose or not, shall 
be either to abolish the existence of any of I 
the States or to abolish any of their institu- I 
tions, including, I will add, that of slavery, 
however obnoxious to many, they will never 
consent to let the war be w aged for that pur- 
pose. 

Mr. President, I regret to say that what 
may be called the more extreme violent and 
resolute men of the Republican organization 
appear to have control of its doctrines at this 
time, and all efforts are being made for the 
purpose of preventing any return to concilia- 
tion and peace, and of inflaming tho public 
passions against tho institutions of the South. 

I heard a bill read at that table this morning 
by its title; and how did it read? “A bill to 
suppress the slaveholders’ rebellion.” If it i 
had had a title, “A bill to provide for the ex- 
ecution of the laws,” or any other parliament- 
ary title known- heretofore in American legis- 
lative proceedings, of course I should not 
have been astonished; but when I see in a 
deliberative body an attempt made, through 
the very heading of n bill, to create odium 
and prejudice against a particular interest, 
which is equally protected with others under 
the Constitution of your country, it shows a 
frame of mind which leads all thought ful men 
to despair both of the Constitution and the coun- 
try, if such a spirit can prevail. Yes, sir, there 
is now upon your Calendar, or has been refer- 
red to a committee, a bill the title of which is, 
“A bill to suppress the slaveholders’ rebellion.” 

I have not seen the bill, but I am informed 
by a Senator near me that in the body of the 
bill there is a proposition to set free all the 
slaves in the States that have withdrawn. I 
suppose it will be printed. 

Mr. BINGHAM. Will the Senator from 
Kentucky allow me to ask him a question ? 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. Will the Senator 
be kind enough to wait until I get through? 
Unless it bears on what I am now saying, I 
prefer not to be interrupted. 

Mr. BINGHAM. The question I wished 
to ask did bear on what the Senator was now 
saving. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. 1 will hear the 

Senator. 

Mr. BINGHAM. I wish to ask the Sena- 
tor if lie denies that the present rebellion is a 
slaveholders' rebellion? 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. I do, sir. I have 
no doubt that the question of slavery, and 
their rights as connected with that institution, 
as they understand them, had a great deal to 
do first with the controversies which preceded 
the separation, and then with the act of separ- 
ation itself; but it is perfectly manifest to any 
one who takes the trouble to make himself 
acquainted through the public press and other- 
wise with the opinion in those States, that 
whereas the proportion of slaveholders to the 
non-slaveholdeis is very small, the sentiments 
of the population are almost unanimous, 
w ithout regard to the. ownership of that de- 
scription of property. Allow me to ask the 
Senator aquestion. Does he approve the title 
of that bill, and of what is represented to be 
contained in the hotly of it? 

Mr. BINGHAM. I have not read the 
bill. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. I have told what 
it contains. Does .the Senator think it an ap- 
propriate title for a hill, and does he approve 
the contents of the bill. 

Mr. BINGHAM. I do notknow what are 
the contents of the bill ; but I do approve of 
its title. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. The Senator did 
not answer the other part of my question. I 
will ask him whether lie is in favor oT freeing 
the slaves in the seceded States? 

Mr. BINGHAM. I will answer the. Sena- 
tor that I agree entirely with the remarks of 
the honorable Senator from Connecticut. If 
it be a necessity. I am. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. I am very happy 
that I asked the Senator the question, nnd that 
he ha3 answered. I regret to bear that answer; 

I regret that the fact is so; but it serves to 
bring the mind of the country to consider the 
actual condition of affairs, and the danger 
which is impending before us. 

Mr. President, there were some other as- 
pects of this question which I proposed to 
discuss; but I will not now. I may, or I 
may not, at some future time during the ses- 
sion, speak of them. The field is a boundless 
one. I say I may, or I may not speak of 
them. I am quite aware that nothing which 
the few of us whoare here, who take the same 
views that I do, can utter, will have the slight- 
est effect; and I would not now detain the 
Senate with these broken and plain remarks, j 
but that I consider it a public duty. 



Mr. President, some of us came to this ses- 
sion of Congress with a lingering hope that 
something might yet be done; with a hope 
that words of conciliation and peace might be 
heard from the Executive Mansion, or, if not 
there, might be heard from the Hulls of Con- 
gress. We have been disappointed. In one 
branch of Congress, it is out of order to pro- 
pose peace; and here it would be vain nnd 
idle. I have no proposition to make; none 
would be listened to • certainly none could 
succeed. But let thee .intry know that war, 
unrelenting war, is resolved upon, and that 
the Congress of the united States has de- 
liberately refused to embrace perhaps the last 
opportunity that was offered to avert the hor- 
rors of this internal strife. 

Unconditional submission, it is said, is the 
altcrnativeof war. Wbatinanofinfluencecould 
produce that ? I know, you know, Senators, 
that there is no human power that could in- 
duce a peace upon those terms ; because ten 
million people, whether they were right or 
wrong, if they wore in earnest and sincere, 
never yet surrendered at discretion. But they 
can have no terms. The mun who speaks of 
peace, the man w ho whispers of conciliation, is 
looked upon with suspicion, if lie is not open- 
ly accused of treason. 

Let it also be remembered, history will re- 
cord the fact, that when efforts were made at 
the last session of Congress, earnestly Hiid 
persistently mude, to heal our then existing 
difficulties, the gentlemen of the majority re- 
fused to listen to any terms, although what has 
since happened was predicted. It was stated 
upon the floor of the Senate, by the late Sen- 
ator from Illinois, and I happened personally 
to know the fact my-elf, that the leading 
statesmen of the lower Southern States, who 
are now in open resistance to this Government, 
were perfectly willing to accept the terms of 
settlement which were proposed by the ven- 
erable Senator from Kentucky, mv predeces- 
sor. Senator after Senator, most of them 
from the Southern Stales, a number from the 
Northern States, offered nnd pressed here 
terms of adjustment, something, anything. 
Everything was rejected and everything was 
refused. Was it worth while tq bring the 
country to this condition for the sake of a po- 
litical platform? Was it worth whilo, for the 
purpose of getting an opportunity to vindicate 
the power of the Government at the expense 
of the Constitution, to bring the country to 
this condition; to obstinately reject every 
proposition for adjustment ? 

My colleague has this moment handed me 
the bill that bears the novel title “A bill to 
suppress the slaveholders’ rebellion.” The 
enacting clause of the hill, as might have been 
anticipated from the title, reads as follows : 

lie it enneted by the Senate and House of Rfpre- 
tentative * of th- Unit d State* of America in Onn- 
gre ** n-sembhd. That Iron, aud after the passage of 
this act. there shall be no shivery or involuntary ser- 
vitude in any of the States of this Union that claim 
to have seceded from the Government and aro in 
open and nrmed resistance to tile execution of the 
laws and the provisions of the Constitution of the 
United States. 

I believe that is to be carried out by a proc- 
lamation of the President: 

And be it further enneted. That immediately after 
the passage of this act. the President of the United 
States shnllcnuse his proclamation lobe issned. set- 
ting forth t he immediate und unconditional emancipa- 
tion of all persons held as slaves in any of the aforesaid 
States under the laws thereof, and also ordering all 
officers to give protection to all such emancipated 
slaves, and to accept the services of att who may ten- 
der them in behalf <f the Government, if, in the 
judgment of such offioers. such services shall be use- 
ful or necessary to the prosecution of this war. 

It is not only a congressional act of eman- 
cipation, but it is intended to arm the slaves 
against the masters. It is not only to confis- 
cate tho whole property, but it is to foment a 
servile war. That is a proposition offered in 
the Senate of the United States! Sir, I shall 
find myself denounced in the newspapers to- 
morrow morning as a man who was uttering 
disloyal sentiments here, for speaking a word 
in favor of the Constitution ot my country; 
but not one win'd will he uttered against a 
Senator who deliberately proposes to trample 
that Constitution under bis feet, and to plunge 
the country into all the horrors of civil and 
of servile war. 

Why argue the question further? I have 
done, sir; I shall trouble tlieSenateno longer. 
I know that argument and appeal are all in 
vain. The Senate pints for action. I shall 
not, for my part, longer delay it. I have cher- 
ished all my life and attachment to the Union 
of the States under the Constitution of tho 
United States ; nnd I have always revered 
that instrument as oncof the wisest of human 
works. Now, I see it put aside by the Exe- 
cutive of the United States, and that actabout 
to be approved by the Senate; and I see pro- 
ceedings in regard to it which, in my opinion, 
will not only subvert the Constitution but 
destroy the public liberty. It is vain to op- 
pose it. I am quite aware that, in the pres- 
ent temper of Congress, one might ns well 
oppose his uplifted hand to tile descending 
waters of Niagara as to reason or to appeal 
against the contemplated proceedings. The 
few of us left here who are faithful to our 
convictions, and to the Constitution as we 
regard it, cun only look with sadness upon 
the melancholy drama that is being enacted 
before us. We can only hope that this flash 
■of frenzy may not assume the formof chronic 
madness, and that in any event Divine Provi- 
dence may preserve for us and for posterity, out 
of the wreoK of a broken Union, the priceless 
principles of constitutional liberty and of 
self-government. [Applause in the galleries.] 

[Mr. LANE of Indiana took the floor in 
reply to Mr. BRECKINRIDGE, and in the 
course of a speech more resembling the rant 
of a stumper than the gravity of a Senator, 
justified the unconstitutional acts of Lincoln, 
and in turn mjide an insinuation against Mr. 
Breckinridge, as follows: — “I have read to-day 
a letter placed in my hands, in which it is 
stated that a distinguished Senator upon this 
floor said that Lincoln's Congress should not 
be permitted to convene here upon the 4th of 
July, but should be confronted with Represen- 
tatives of fifteen Southern States. Now, sir, 
that is a charge in the public press — ”] 

Whereupon the following colloquy ensu- 
ed : 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. Will the Sena- 
tor allow me a moment? 

Mr. LANE, of Indiana. Certninlv. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. Does the Sena- 
tor refer to me ? 

Mr. LANE, of Indiana. The article in 
tho paper refers to the Senator from Ken- 
tucky. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. I have to say, sir. 
that I never, at any time, took the ground 
that the Congress should not be convened here 
on the 4th day of July. On the contrary, I 
took the ground that the convening of this 
Congress would be the time to make the last 
effort for peace. Allow mo to add one word. 

I have answered this because I thought, un- 
der the circumstances, it was due to the Sen- 
ate and to the country. My relations with 
the Senator from I ndiana have been of a char- 
acter which led mo to suppose that he would 
not intentionally perpetrate an utikindness 
or even a rudeness. I cannot feel towards him 
as I might do towards others who would do 
the actwhich he has just committed. He must 
allow me to say that, under the circumstances, 
I think the conduct was hardly becoming in 
a Senator to rise without having accosted me 
privately on the subject, and make that a 
question in the Senate. 

Mr. LANE, of Indiana I have given the 
distinguished Sena! or from Kentucky an oppor- 
tunity to disavow ti,e sentiment. I wasproceed- 
ing to say that 1 know mailing whatever of 
its truth. I yvas using it for this purpose, to 
show that the seizing of those dispatches 
might be necessary to vindicate the character 
of Senators on this floor. Certainly nothing 
unkind was intended by me. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. I was aware 
that nothing unkind was intended bv the Sen- 
ator, and hence, in alluding to him personally, 
I framed my answer as 1 did. 












Mr. LANE, of Indiana, I have only this 
to say : I had seen the charge before, and llad 
seen no denial. Hence I used it. 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. I have seen a 
thousand. I do not pretend to deny a charge 
against me now. 

Mr. LANE, of Indiana. Now, Mr. Presi- 
dent, the next count in the indictment of the 
distinguished Senator from Kentucky — 

Mr. BRECKINRIDGE. Will the Sena- 
tor pardon me for a moment? As I said, I 
never pretend to deny the charges in the news- 
papers that I see Hgainst me now. I will de- 
ny one other, and it shall be the last. 1 tried 
this system of denial. I was represented to 
have uttered some sentiments in Kentucky, 
not long ago, in one of the lending papers of 
the State and I authorized a friend to contra- 
dict it. The sentiments attributed to me were 
so atrocious that I thought I was warranted 
in having them contradicted. They were con- 
tradicted in a friendly press on my authority. 
The day after they wore contradicted the pa- 
per in which they originally appeared came 
out. saving: •• W o see they are contradicted 
by authority; we guc*'S they are true.* That 
was the reward I had for denying a slander 
of that sort. 

The only other newspaper m itter which I 
will contradict is tints : 1 saw it stated that the 
Governor of Kentucky and myself sent a tel- 
egraphic dispatch to Mr. Jefferson Davis, or to 
some member of the Southern Confederacy, 
stating that Kentucky was ready to contribute 
seven thousand men to sustain the cause, «&e. 1 
do not know what else; perhaps that we were 
going to precipitate her into revolution; but 
1 recollect that was the leading idea. I have 
to say, that that is totally unfounded and 
false. I had no such correspondence of any 
kind, and 1 am happy to l*e aide to say, in 
regard to the Governor of my Common- 
wealth, who is one of the best abused men in 
Air. rica, as be is one of the best men in 
America, that I asked whether it was true in 
regard to himself, and fro informed that it was 
equally false. Now, sir, I shall deny nothing 
more.

Decision of tho “ Military Board” and its Con- 
sequences. 

It will be seen thut, by a recent decision of 
the commissioners appointed by the Legisla- 
ture during the last session, in an act entitled 
‘‘An act for the regulation of the militia, and 
to provide for arming the State,” that the 
Governor isordered (or recommended) by that 
body to discontinue the military encampments 
of the “ State Guard, ” the sole object of 
which is that of encampment and military 
instruction. Also, that no more money shall 
be appropriated to defray the expenses in 
maintaining such. 

W e entertain no desire to criticise generally 
the different duties and powers pertaining to 
the Military Board; but an order so grossly 
void of all law. or even shadow of right, im- 
presses us too forcibly to pass it by in silence. 
Does the Military Board possess the power to 
violate with impunity the militia law, passed 
at the session of 1400, and amended in the 
session of 1801 ? 

Has it the power to instruct the Command- 
er-in-chief of the militia how he shall regulate 
his command ? Are they justified in depart- 
ing from the instructions given in the act 
creating such board of commissioners ? These 
arc questions which concern the State at large, 
as well as the State Guard. 

In the 3d article of the militia law, among 
the other duties of the Inspector General, the 
following is laid down : “Under the authority 
of the Commander-in-chief, he shall cause to 
he assembled, for purposes of encampment and 
military instruction, at suitable points, such 
portions of the volunteer militia as can be 
conveniently and economically brought to- 
gether; and when thus assembled, it shall be 
his duty to assume command of said force, 
and to direot its instruction, both theoretically 
and practically, according to the systems of 
i actics and other mill ary instruction prescribed; 
hut no such encampment for purposes only ot 
instruction shall be required to continue a 
longer period that six days for the same 
troops.” In addition to which, in article 6, 
section 41, “ Brigade and division comm: nd- 
ers ma v orderencampments, not to exceed three 
days in each year, for the same troops.” In 
the amendment of 1861, the act creating snid 
board of commissioners prescribes that: “A 

part of the money borrowed may he used for 
the purpose of having the Active Militia suit- 
ably trained, and the purchase of camp and 
other equippage necessary to the active ser- 
vice of troops. ” 

From all which it is but too clear what are 
the intention and meaning of the different 
acts. It is intended that the Governor shall 
order the Inspector General that certain en- 
campments shall he had of the Kentucky 
State Guard, and it is made the express duty 
of the Inspector General to see such order 
fulfilled. 

The Military Board is directed to ap- 
propriate money for such a purpose. — 
The Executive ordering, the Board appro- 
priating the money in pursuance of such or- 
der. The power is given to the Communder- 
in-Chief over nnd abovethe will of tho board, 
and it is bound by law to supply- the means. 
It was not contemplated that the will of the 
Commnnder-in-Chief should he subordimite 
and subservient to that of the Board of Com- 
missioners. The militia law did not con- 
template the creation of two conflicting pow- 
ers working the one against the other. The 
act conferring the power upon the Governor 
of ordering encampments, was passed long 
before the act creating the board, and clearly, 
authority primary to that of tile Board was 
conferred upon the Executive. 

We say, therefore, and think it has been 
shown in an unmistakable manner, that the 
power to order encampments for the purpose 
of encampment and instruction, residing sole- 
ly in the Cammander-in-Chief, tho Board of 
Commissioners is bound by their oath, and in 
all good conscience, to supply means for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of main- 
taining all encampments ordered to ho held 
by the Executive; and without a repeal of 
that portion of the law prescribing their duty, 
it is a direct usurpation of authority on their 
part to issue such an order, too palpable in 
its nature to need further discussion. It can- 
not be said that it is not the duty of the board 
to supply such means in addition, because 
thevhave virtually acknowledged the same 
bv heretofore supplying such means from the 
military fund. It is debarred of declaring 
that it is at their discretion to supply means. 
Their actions deny the assertion. It would 
be futile to urge such an idea. 

A short time since we were somewhat en- 
lightened by an assertion from one of the 
board, ns we were reliably informed, to the 
effect that if it could he discriminated between 
Unionists and Secessionists, (meaning South- 
ern Rights men,) that thesecessionists should 
have no more arms. Political preference is [ 
shown; the plot is revealed. Union men 
and supporters of the administration are to 
be armed to the exclusion of those who enter- j 
tain opinions different from those that they ! 
in their pleasure see fit to embrace. 

For the reason that one company or set of; 
individuals may have seen proper to leave j 
the State Guard and enter the service of | 
the Confederate army, and for no other rea- I 
son assigned, does the Military Board decide | 
that these encampments, so absolutely 7 neces- j 
sary for proper military training, are to be 
discontinued The whole of the State Guard 
are made to suffer the consequences of the 
fault of a few individual , who, in their pri- 
vate capacity — not in companies, as has been 
asserted — have joined the Southern army. 
Why is it that more than 160 companies are 
deprived of that military instruction which 
tlielaw provides, for such a rea on, weare un- 
able to understand. Can it he denied that 
this BoardJaro not seeking, in tho mdst avail- 



able manner, to cause the disruption of the 
lust means of defense the State possesses? 

In this hour of our greatest peril, when the 
nation lias been shaken from its centre, and 
one section pitted against the other in deadly 
conflict, political preference is exercised by 
those in office, public interest trifled with, 
nnd State authorities are contemned. The 
forerunner of civil strife sureiy has como into 
our very midst; und our State, striving ns she 
is to maintain a position ol strict neutrality, 
will be the theatre of internal strife, and the 
last star of hope will have set in darkness and 
gloom; tile last retd on which to lean our 
hopes is about to be broken; it is sought to 
rend asunder your only protection. Then, 
Kentuckians who are proud of the name, con- 
template the consequences. 

The Inspector General has resigned, stat- 
ing his reasons to be the action of the com- 
missioners. 

In conclusion, we recommend the Board to 
a careful study of the militia law, as well as a 
caretul consideration of the consequences of 
their recent order. HIGH PRIVATE.

The Inventor'* Claims as acknowledged and pro- 
tected by the Governments of Canada , the 
United States, and Great Britain; 
to all whom it may concern. 

What 1 claim as my invention is, the contrivance 
of keeping accounts current, of whatever kind, de- 
scription. or variety, in printed form, by keeping the 
statements of the several accounts standir g in prin- 
ters’ type, or their equivalents, the type being so ar- 
ranged in form as to admit of being readily and 
quickly re-adjusted in any particular part, where an 
account may have undergone a change, by the lapse 
or time or the current of business transactions: so 
that, when readjusted in all such parts up to any giv- 
en date, an impression then taken from the type shall 
exhibit, in printed form, the truo state of alt the ac- j 
counts so kept, accurately representing all the bal- i 
anees or conclusions, in accordance with the end or ] 
ends contemplated in keeping the record: rendering j 
it. in commercial business, a balance sheet of the I 
most compact and perfect character, the details of 
management being substantially as recited in speci- 
fication. wherein it is shown, that the fact or facts to 
bo recorded, may be represented by figures, symbols, 
dates, or numbers, used either separately or in com- 
bination. or by whatever else will indicate the fact or 
facts as desired; and furthermore, based on this pri- 
mary invention, I alio claim the device or contrivance 
of rendering or transmitting accounts in partial or 
full statements, when the statement or statements 
so sent are, thus, or substantially thus, kept in type, 
bv the contrivances of my invention, be the medium 
of transmission what it may ; but the particular mode 
of rendering accounts by the use of the Dispatch 
Machine, constituted of Apron Movement, Reel, and 
Cutter stamp. 1 claim in the broadest and fullest 
sense; and also the machine itself, embracing all its 
forms and modes of operating, as indicated in de- 
scribing ; t, cither as a simple hand instrument, or as 
propelled by machinery. And in connection with 
these specific claims, and based upon them, 1 also 
claim all other means an 1 appliances substantially 
the same a« those herein claimed or intended to bo 
claimed. With these claims fully acknowledged and 
protected as above, this invention has already spread 
itself over Canada, eighteen States of the American 
Union, and into Great Britain, and is now used in 
more than three hundred Newspaper Offices.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue a procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other .State or States over our soil, 
to make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forecs at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. Ami whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been made 
to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place’ 
or the march over our sacred soil by any 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully evident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
firmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, for the existense of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of mv fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is, in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of the 
Ohio river, and protect Kentucky, generally, 
from the ravages of a deplorable war. And 
whereas, the arms distributed to the “State 
Guard,” composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
he used against the Federal Government nor the 
Confederate States, hut to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her people, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cions of purposes to force Kentucky out of the 
U nion, at the point of the bayonet — which may- 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to mv own posi- 
tion and that of the “State Guard,” 

Now, therefore, 1, 1SEBIAH -MAGOFFIN, 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other States, whether separate or 
united, and especially the “United States” 
and the “Confederate States,” that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under tho orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
State previously granted. I also hereby especi- 
ally and solemnly forbidall good citizens of this' 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
“State Guard” or otherwise, making any war- 
like or hostile demonstrations whatever against 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to he 
obedient hereto; to be obedient to the laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to re- 
frain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood' and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed hv the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
